Additional investigation 
to identify Unsub has been unsuccessful, and the victims ’A who 
have received no additional letters since 11/78, can not furnish 
the names of any possible suspects. \y/ 

On 6/8/79, the facts of this case Vere discussed with 
AUSA DENNIS D. FISHER, Northern District of Illinois# Chicago, 
who advised he did not think further investigation was warranted 
as this is not the type of case which would be\ considered for 
prosecution for violation of the Extortion Statute. He cited 
the facts that the letters are no longer being received, none 
of the threats contained in the letters were ever attempted to 
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be carried out, and the victims cannot furnish the names 
of additional possible suspects, nor do they believe the 
letters constitute a serious threat to them. 

In view of ACJSA FISHER's opinion, which has been 
confirmed by separate communication, no further investigation 
is being conducted regarding this matter. 
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
